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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The remarks and amendments filed 3 October 2007 tiave been entered. Claims 1,6- 
7, 9, and 15 are pending and under examination. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3 October 2007 has been entered. 

Witiidrawn Rejections and Objections 

3. The following rejections and objections set forth in the previous office action are 

withdrawn: 

A. The objection to claims 6, 7, and 9 is withdrawn in light of the amendments which 
recite more conventional claim language. 

B. The rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, is withdrawn in light of the 
amendments which provide proper antecedent basis and clarify the scope of the claims. 

C. The rejections under 35 USC §§ 102 and 103 over Williamson are withdrawn in light 
of the amendments. The reference does not teach introducing APP into the cell as required by 
independent claim 1 . 

New Rejections and Objections 
Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1, 6 - 7, 9, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
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the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. This is a new matter rejection. 

The examiner is unable to find support for step (d) of claim 1, specifically measuring the 
phosphorylation activity of Src protein in response to candidate compounds. While the 
specification as originally filed describes assays in which cells expressing Src and introduced 
APP are contacted with candidate compounds and the degree of Ap and APP secretion were 
measured (see for example paragraph spanning pp. 9-10), the examiner is unable to find 
description of measuring phosphorylation activity of Src in such assays. Thus claim 1 recites 
new matter. Claims 6 - 7, 9, and 15 depend from claim 1 but are not limited to elements set 
forth in the originally-filed disclosure. 

Claim 15 also recites the limitation "wherein said phosphorylation activity is the 
measurement of tyrosine phosphorylation of APP." In the remarks filed 3 October 2007, 
applicant indicated that support for this limitation can be found at p. 7 lines 1 9 - 26. The 
examiner has closely studied this section of the specification. While this section presents a 
hypothesis that APP is phosphorylated by Src, this section is not part of the disclosure of 
screening assays that require presence of APP and Src. That description begins on p. 9. 
Additionally, the examiner is unable to find disclosure of measurement of phosphorylation of 
APP by Src. The cited paragraph on p. 7 merely presents a conclusion that APP is 
phosphorylated by Src but does not describe the step of measuring such phosphorylation. 

Conclusion 

5. No claim is allowed. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: 

A. Canet-Avilesetal. (15 June 2002. Molecular Brain Research 102:62-72). The 
reference teaches Src inhibitor PP1 inhibits muscarine-stimulated sAPP release by 70% (see p. 
66 lines 2-4) and concludes the data that Src is several steps upstream of APP secretion (p. 
70 Figure 6). However Canet-Aviles does not teach measuring the degree of APP 
phosphorylation by Src.
